Reiter learna that the situation in Persia is precarious, the 
Persians having failed to ratify the Anglu Pessian Agreement, which 
would have enabled them to guaighten out their affairs. The Per- 
sians think the best alternativa is an Agreement with Saviet Ressia, 
Although the latter has no: yet been signed, practically it hands 
over Persia to the Soviet, which haa a right thereunder to invade 
Persia whenever ic thinks or is pleased to regard the countey as 
threatened. The Persians realise that they are nocgetting anything 
out of the Saviat, but, owing to apprehensions as tothe future, they 
want ta keep on good terms with Moscow.

Examined by Mr. Jenkin 
whether he had’ any experience 
in needles of the “Cock on 
Crown”, brand, the witness 
stated that. he handled these 
seedles when be was in Canton 
as branch Manager of Mesars.

Ina previous chapter we saw 
how gambling was practically 
legalised in tha Colony, while the 
obdjest of the Ordinanca was 
stated to be the gradual elimina- 
Hon.of the gambling ¥esorta, It _ 
was not antil after a heated — 
strugeia and representations to 
the Home authorities that the 
countenance thus given to 
speculation was withdrawn, 

When tha hcensed system was 
inaugurated it waa naticed that 
Asiatic police resorted to the 
establishments, After the can- 
cellation of licenses it was found, 
as indeed wag no doubt anticipat- 
ed, that the same functionaries 
toak bribas far winking at gam. 
bling, as they haddonz before tha 
Vicensing plaa. In i886 public 
gambling and corruption among 
the Police showed itself to be so 
Tife ag ta became a matter of 
public actention. Early in 
August the officials of tha Police 
force received information that a 
large number of the Chinese 
contingent of the Police had 
bean revaiving bribes. Tha re- 
sult was the suspension and 
dsmissa! of fifty-three of tha 
Chinese members af the Force. 
AFFILIATION WITH THE TRIAD. 

The reputation of the Chinese 
branch of the Police had not for 
some time been.of the best. The 
taint which was known to attach 
to many of these men on account 
of their sssociation with the 
notorious secret organisation tha 
Triad Society naturally engen- 
dered suspicion of the Inkong.
